There are
two kinde of sweetbrends, One I
found Ia the throst and the other
near Aheé heark. The latter is moch
the more dellests of the two, Veal
sweethreads constitute the bhulk of
thone sold in the markets.

In whntever atyle aweethrends are
to bhe cooled; they should always be
Llnnehed fived, Closn and trim them
carefully, then moak in snit snd we-
ter for two or three hours. Afier
thin deaba, pud ln cold water; et them
junt eome to the BLolling point and
aimmer for five minutes to let theun
whiten and hardon,

or apnile keltle whould be used, and
In eutting them a kilver knoife, an
they contald mn peld that acts on
slenl, destraying thelr dulieate favor.
